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EIGHTY^THIRD ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
COLUMBIA INSTITUTION 
FOR THE DEAF 

Columbia Institution for the Deaf, 

Kendall Green, 
Washingtoriy D. C., August 31, 1940. 

Sir: During the fiscal year July 1, 1939, through June 30, 1940, 
there were under instruction in the advanced department of the insti¬ 
tution, known as Gallaudet College, 96 men and 65 women, a total of 
161, representing 40 states and the District of Columbia. This is an 
increase of 10 as compared with the preceding year. 

In the primary and grammar department, known as the Kendall 
School, there were under instruction 28 boys and 45 girls, a total of 
73. This is a decrease of 4 as compared with the preceding year. Of 
the total in this department, 69 were admitted as beneficiaries of the 
District of Columbia. 

There were admitted to the institution 31 males and 27 females; 
discharged 29 males and 20 females. 

HEALTH 

Good health prevailed during a large part of the school year. During 
the winter, however^ there were many mild cases of influenza. There 
were three cases of appendicitis requiring operation. In all three cases 
the operation was successful. There were no deaths among the stu¬ 
dents during the year. 

Our institution physician has for many years worked on the preven¬ 
tion of disease among our pupils and students, and by careful physical 
examination and inoculation, our school population has escaped serious 
contagious diseases for many years. 

The dining rooms have been furnished with a plentiful supply of 
high grade milk from our own farm during the year, and wholesome 
food has been provided for all. Weight charts of all students and 
pupils have been kept and examined at intervals to determine if special 
diets are required in particular cases. 
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COURSES OF INSTRUCTION 

A revision was carried out in the course of instruction in the ad¬ 
vanced department, calling for more teaching of principles of educa¬ 
tion and psychology and fewer hours of Latin. Additional courses 
were offered in orientation, hygiene, and appreciation of art. A copy 
of the catalog of the advanced department and of the primary and 
grammar department are submitted herewith showing the courses of 
instruction in detail. 

SEVENTY-FIFTH ANNIVERSARY CELEBRATION 

The final chapter in the celebration of the Seventy-Fifth Anniver¬ 
sary of the advanced department of the institution was the holding 
of a regular meeting of the Conference of Executives of American 
Schools for the Deaf in our institutions during the month of October. 
Between forty and fifty heads of schools in the United States and 
Canada attended the meeting, and distinguished guests from Johns 
Hopkins University and the George Washington University, as well 
as members of our own faculty, took part in the program. Such 
subjects as the Prevention of Deafness, Improvement in Hearing 
Through Medical Treatment, Vocational Guidance, Nomenclature in 
Schools for the Deaf, Grading, Discipline, and many other related 
subjects were taken up. A full account of the meeting has appeared 
in the American Annals of the Deaf for April and May, 1940. The 
president of this institution was elected president of the Conference, 
and the vice-president, secretary, treasurer, and chairman of the execu¬ 
tive committee, who were elected at the close of the meeting, are all 
graduates of our normal department. 

THE NORMAL DEPARTMENT 

Since 1891 a normal department has been maintained in connection 
with the institution. The fellows in this department are appointed 
for one year's instruction. They are hearing graduates of colleges of 
good standing. Six young people—two young women and four young 
men—^were trained during the past year, and all received appointments 
to teach in various schools for the deaf. The services of this group 
of young people have been eagerly sought for by the authorities of 
schools for the deaf. A recent check of the activities of the graduates 
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of this department shows twenty-eight at the head of various schools 
in this country and abroad, and twenty-seven as principals of school 
departments, 

RESEARCH DEPARTMENT 

During the year the members of this department made surveys of 
the State schools for the deaf at Talladega, Alabama, and at Austin, 
Texas, at the request of the governing authorities of the State. 
Several other schools have requested similar surveys to be made in 
the future. Studies of the language difficulties of the deaf and other 
important topics have been pursued by the department during the 
year. 

NEEDS OF THE INSTITUTION 

The dormitory space in the buildings assigned to the children of 
the Kendall School and the students of the College is now all taken 
up. There is urgent need for a library and recitation building, which 
has been requested for several years and approved by the Secretary 
of the Interior but not yet granted by Congress. The alumni and 
friends of the College have already raised toward the erection of such 
a building about $70,000. $150,000 additional is needed to provide a 
fireproof building to house the present library (in crowded quarters), 
printing office (now located in the basement of the men’s dormitory) 
laboratories for physics and biology, and modern classrooms and equip¬ 
ment. By the provision of this building, rooms would be vacated in 
the men’s dormitory that would allow an increase of 15 to 20 men 
students. 

The gymnasium was built in 1881 and is now not at all adapted to 
modern indoor sports, except for a swimming pool in the basement. 
A remodeling of this building should be carried out in the near 
future, providing a new basketball court and galleries, and locker 
room facilities. This will require an expenditure of approximately 
$ 100 , 000 . 

A considerable number of married members of the faculty are now 
provided with comfortable homes on the grounds of the institution. 
However, with the growth of the faculty at least two other cottages 
are needed and could be provided for an expenditure of $18,000.
